That let 
ter, it seems, has been uiiaiiswercd by 
Oebliardt, who sreuia to have not car- 
ed oii'f) way or the other whether J^ang- 
Lry liked it or not Nothing more was 
heard of the matter from either party 
until this telegram oamo from A libey.

Lnng 
try had gone to Engl anil. This opinion 
was basod on ilie remark of a friend to 
Mr. Geblrardt, to which ho au.swered, 
"Lilian is very nice, but she is a terri- 
ble liore, di>ar boy," an i;.KpreHsion 
«liioli would naturaly givi' ground for 
the belief that Oebhardl is thoroughly 
tirtid of this celebrated womrn, who has 
sacrifioeil so tnucli for him, and that it 
is a n. alter of a very small inoiiient lo 
liini' whether hIk! relurns to AiiKTica or 
not. IJcsidea, it is rumored that. Lang- 
trv is not particularly di-HiruUH lo re 
turn t(i America just now, for a var- 
iety of of reasons. Oiu; is that ahu-has 
transferrod her affections to (Jharh a 
(!oghlan, her liandlHonie leading man in 
Jjoiidnn. ('oglilan will have nothing to 
do with America.

That (ish may be scaled niucli easier 
by dipping into boiling water about a 
uiinuto. 

That tish may as well bo acalc.l, if 
desired, before packing down in salt, 
though in tbat case do not scald thoin. 

Salt Gsh arc quickest and best fresli- 
onod by soaking in .sour milk. 

That milk which is turned or chang- 
ed iiKiy bo sweetened and nntderod lit 
for use by stirring in a littlo soda. 

That salt will curdle now milk hence 
in jireparing milk porridge, gravies, etc. 
the salt abould not be addi;d until the 
dish 18 prepared. 

That freali inoat, after bogining lo 
Hour, will s\veet<in if placed out doors 
in ttie cool air over night. 

I'hal clear boiling ^vater will remove 
tea stains and many fruit ataintt. Pour 
water through ti»u stain, and thus pre- 
vent its H[)rcading over the fabric. 

Tiiat ripe tomatoes will remove ink 
and other stains from white olotli and 
the luiiids. 

That a le.ispoonful of turpentine 
boiled wiih your white clotliea will aid 
the whitening process. 

That boiled atareh is niueb improved 
by the adiliug of a little sperm or a Ut- 
ile .salt, or lioth, or a little gum arable 
lii.ssnlved. 

That beeswax and salt will Miake 
your rusty llatirons as clean and 
.•smooth as glass. Tie a lump of wa.\ in 
rag and keep it for the puri)ose. When 
the iron is liot rub them first with the 
WHS. rag, then acour with a jiai)er or 
cloth sprinklnl with salt. 

That kero.Hone will make your lea- 
kettle as bright as new. Saturate a 
wollen rag and ruli with it. it wiii ai^^o 
remove stains from varni.shed furni- 
ture.

on railroads. According to the Paris 
(raulois, an apparatus has just boon in- 
vented which is simply astounding, for 
\yith it the traveler need no longer fear 
an)' accident. This apparatus permits 
the em))loye charged with the duty to 
see in a mirror the entire section of the 
roai.1 bo is to control, with all the trains 
in motion, and he knows at uvery in- 
stant ju.st exactly where each train is. 
When OB8 of thura approacliea another 
at a distance which is dangerous he can 
iiiuiiediatoly signal the menaced train. 
The ai)paratus consists of a slieet of 
opaque glass, on which the rails are in- 
dicated by liorizoulal lines and the sta- 
tions by vertical one, numbered. Little 
arrows ropreHBnting the trains, move 
along the horizontal lines. They are 
put in motion by aiil of electricity, de- 
veloped by the ciiiit.act of metallic 
bruMlie.s attached lo the locomotives 
willi zinc bands [iliiced along the railu. 
The train thus continually traces its 
trajectory on the glass iudicaCor. The 
apparatus was exhibited a few weeks 
ago in Germany to a coiumission of 
lierliii sciimbiata

HISTORY REPKATINO ITSELh'. 

Tlio Eii<^liah corn logialiitioii of tho 
early part uf tliin cuiitiu-y ia atruiigly aus 
goHted by rcceut ovuiita in Goriniiiiy. IL 
:will be roiiioiuburoil tliiit in 1815 tlio 
British parliuiuoiit pasaod an act prohibit- 
ing the importattoa uf foreign wheat until 
the price of wheat reached $2.60n bushel. 
As;if-; this . wore not a grunt enough con- 
ceBsldn' to the landed propriotura, Mr. 
Weston, in 1810, introduced into parliu- 
meat a sorios of rosolutious wliich dociiired 
that tho class of persons who hud invested 
their.;inonoy in »(4riuulturo were suffering 
"iinexnmplod distress," and that "it is 
nooeseary to give more protection to all 
axtiolea the pniduct of our own soil 
against ■ siniiliir arliclea tho growth of 
foreiffu. countriea." Those roaolutions 
wero adopted and further uioasurea of 
protectiuu were passed in 1822. After 
many years hi^vo olapaod tho samu drama 
appoara on the Qerman stage, witness the 
recent ioiposition of three marks, about 
70 cents, on foreign wheat and ryo by tho 
roieliBtag. Tho moaauro was strunKly 
o]>|)08ed by the liborula and aooialiatH 
who aro mainly the residents of cities, but 
IfiHiiiiircU was uplu^ld by tUo church 
party, tbo imjioriuliHtH nud the center who 
roprofjuul chieily tho country supporterw 
of tliti yovorniuiiut.

THE SCOTT ACT. 

One of the most [ilauaible ubjoctionn 
ur^od ayainst the ScoLl Act, even aniouf; 
tliiiBi) who, while roc(i^,'iiizuii; the evils of 
inleinporajico, do not boliovu in prohibi- 
tion, is that its adoption will cinso a 
sariuua loss to tho public treasury. 'I'he 
Oiiturio govoriiinont estimated a not Io.sh 
from liaenseu last y«ar of $40,000, and as 
the act lias lately boon adopted in a nuni 
bor of now ooiMities, tho returns at the 
end o( Ihis year will, lui doubt, he ntill 
further diuiuiislied. Tlui lusa to tho Do- 
minion government must bo oven more 
considorablo. Prom e.xci.'<e and im])ort 
duties on wines ami spirits the Dominion 
receives annually About six. million dollura 
and this sourco of revontio the Scott Act 
will evoiitually bn cut oil". Thcie are 
indisputiiblu facta, but there in much to 
bo saiil on tho other side of tho (pioHl.ion. 
If the licjuor tralUc fills tho colfer* of the 
govoruinent, it ornptiet) tho [Hicketa of the 
po(ir; it makes ninny a man, wln' without 
it would "bo a:;'r!»apoctablo nieohanic or 
laborer', a dvunlibn idler; aiul lastly it is 
thu cause of lawlesaneaa and crime, und 
tilU our j)oiiitoiit i.-iriea and [iri:(on.i. Would 
not tho loHH of the liipior rovonuo be 
iienrly if liot qiiito Tii:\d(i up by tho do 
oroaae in tho e-xpenso of enforoitiy the 
lawaf If the law-broakinjc and oriiue ro- 
Bulliug; frpra the u»u of liquur wuro yfitli- 
dri»wn - from tho a<!^ro<jate mass a smaller 
judicial and police forco would beHudi- 
cierit. and tho i^reatly diniiiiiHlied iiu[iil)er 
of prisoners nianit.ainod at i,'ov(n lunent 
expense would make a vait diffurenco in 
the eatimatea for this branch of f,'ovcrn - 
mout oxponilituro. When in addition to 
this, thu moral benefit to tho community 
is considerod, it does not soeni as if the 
country has much to foar from the adop- 
tion of prohibilion. It ia a i;real nxpori- 
nieiit and if the you nf,'oal annuif; tlu) na- 
tions is able to make of it a success, not 
all tho (jlorions wars of tho past wdl O'jm- 
pare with this victory of Caiuula'a. 

TUt: ANTI-UUINESE BILL. 

Mr. Thoo. Davie's bill which was passed 
last sns.sion and disallowed at Ottawa, was 
ro-iinactnd yeatord,-\y by tho houao. It 
imi)oaea atringent penaltica on any person 
briuf^iiig a Chinaman into tlio province 
and jjrovides for the duo iuiprisoninont of 
all Chinamen who may enter tho country 
upon any, pretext whatever. The act 
whioh' is to -'come into forco immediately 
upon the risini; of tho house is Hritish 
Golumbia's answer to the Chinese com- 
missioners' report. Tho mover of tho 
bill stated that, ho had no doubts of its 
oonstitutlonality. 

BRITTaa OOLUMBIA DEFENGES. 

In viow of tho attempt made to belittle 
tho importance of Eaquiiualt as the chief 
point of defence in the province, we would 
refer the reader to an extract from tho 
London Times written 25 years aRo. Tho 
coBsiou of San Juan Island has taken 
placo since tho article waa written and the 
aryumoijts then advanced in favor of 
iEsiiuiitinlt apply now with additional forco .

The ouo roconuneuds that, the 
geoloijical aurvi-yor ouployoil in the (u-o- 
viuco by tho Dominion goverument 'in re - 
quested to survey this district. Now, con- 
sidoring the oxteut of the inoviuco aiul tli . 
physioial obstruotioua to travelling', it um u 
ho acknowledged that little |ir<,xr. ^.s e;Li. \w 
made in such a groat nnj iinportuut worlc. 
It may recpiire many years hefore eveu a 
single (iistriel cuii be llior-ju^lily e-tplored 
and r.iirveyeil. Then it is only natural to 
expect that the lir.'it survey will be mailer in 
a district from which the jmjvinco inuy lie- 
rivu the most l.eiietlt. Now, of uU tin: dis- 
tricts, we regard Cariboo as the most im- 
portant, therefore it has the llr.st claim, for 
it ia one of thu oldest, and though its uiiiiLS 
do not yield as in fornior yeara still tliey luc 
tho richest ami the most produetive in the 
province. Jforeover, we think theri! is 
more money and onur{,'y aunuuUy expended 
in this district in pro.specting than in any 
other, and as very Uttlo ia known with re- 
gard to tho extent of the gold-beariiig belt 
both money and energy ore liable to be 
wasted. Therefore, wo hope it may pl(<asc 
tbo goveruwent to grant this moderate ami 
reasonable recpiest. Hut if this reiiuesl 
cannot be granted at preseiii. if tho survey 
begun in another district must be eomplet- 
od, then would it not be wise for tlb> iiieiu- 
bor for Carihoo to ask the provincial li'f,'i.s- 
lature for an appropriation to survey this 
district, for a low thousand dolhas eoulil 
not be spent to a better purpose.

I'Vorn the 
canon to the Ballarnt, a distance of iwiirly 
two miles, we think there aro at least from 
live to neveii niil'.ii'UH of ilullars in the 
ground. The avorajie do|il h of cre.-k is 
sixty feet, with an average widlh on llio 
surface of three hiiiidird tei't, and about 
two hundred foot in the bottom of the 
chatniol. With regard to tho water there 
are at least four hundred inches during 
the freahct and from one liiimlriMl to mw 
hundred and lifly during llie dry Heixon. 
Not imly tlu^ ground in the IumI of Lhi; 
croek and in the hill.s, biit .all the w.iler 
rights in connoction with the <^reel;, are 
indi8pHiiB.-»blo to tho aiicce.ss of sucli an 
oiiterpriao and especially thu water right 
owned by J .

The amount of money rctjuirod to pur 
chase eiiuting rights will not bo as largo 
as many imagino, for times are dull and 
the present mode of working the croel; Is 
not very advantagenii.H, so th.at hi.th 
ground and water may ho h^id at a very 
rettronablo flguru. Moreover, some of die 
claim htddurs might bo willing t<i take 
ahares in thu company insluad of cash. 

We might statu here that thu ground 
owned by tho Ballarat Oo. ia not indis 
penaahle to the enfiu'iirise; all that is ri'- 
(piircd is a right of w;iy winch can bo h.id 
from the gold ciininis.ti.aiers without 
owning thu ground. Howover, very 
much deponds upon the mauner of v.-ork 
ing tho ground. Tho first thing to be 
dona is for tho parties desiring the creek 
to form themselves into a compaiiy tl.eii 
they can ascortain from the clainiholder 
on what condition:! tliey can have the 
croek, for it cirmot bo e.xpecteii tliat the 
miner will abido by any i)rico set ujjon 
Ilia claim when there is no company to 
buy. Wo hope tho enterprise sviU not 
have to ;o a bofiging oulBiao of the pru- 
rinnn for If the company was organized 
there ia acarcely a miner who w(nild not 
take a few shares in it. Alercovor, lliero 
are other purtloua of tliu district that aro 
believed to be equally as rich as William 
creek, and they might be worked by such 
a company.

ing thereon of nullicieut capacity to alford 
the iieco«»ary accomiiiedatioii . ,1101 that it 
is desirahlu to obtain another site sotnu- 
whore beyond the thickly populated pur 
lion of tho city. And whereas tho ro- 
(luiremeiita of the city in tho matter of 
reserves and open spaciw have bueii eii- 
tirnly overlooked ; then.'fiire be il resolved 
that a reapi'ctful addru.iH bo pre.imited 
to tlio liout. -governor praying his Iioiht to 
take into his favorable consideration tho 
abovu facts, and 110 s ion as thu now gaol 
shall havo been completed to further con- 
sider the advmaliility of traiisferiiig the 
pint lit land upon which the priisoot gaul 
IS situaled to the city of Victori.i fur such 
iiiiiiiici|eil piir[iuH.is as to the s.iid city may 
seem e.vpodieiit. 

Tho hon. mover said tho govuriimeiit 
Wits to bo congratiilntod on its deteruiina 
lion to or.jct a now gaol 111 the vicinity of 
ihe ciiy iif Victoria. It could not he said 
that the centre of the city was a deairablo 
I'icatiiin fur a g'lol, and the land on which 
the gael now r.tnod should ho iiiailo over 
lo the city. He C'llliphllieilteil I'le gov- 
orninent 011 their goner. .Hity, and li.iped 
lhat It might for once be recorded that it 
had done soniethinir in favor of the city of 
Victoria. (Hear, hear and laughter ) 

Tlni mntinii was Bocoii'led by .Mr. (lal 
hrailh, «lio did not anticipate any oppo 
silmn from the governiiioiit . 

Ilnii. .Mr. .Smi! lie said I liat i he ipiesl ion 
that lirst occurred to his mind ivun 
whether tho laotioii waa in order. Was it 
coiiipotout for tho goveriimoiit to convey 
the land aakeil for( Did the resolution 
mean thisl if not it mo'tiit nothing. It 
only "iskeil the governiii'.iiit to C'iiisidor the 
matter and llial the govornmeiu had 
already d''iiu time and again. He waa 
willing to concudu that the proHeiit site of 
tho gaol was not b Builablo one, but it wa.i a 
matter forcousidoratiun whether the pre.4 
out gaol should bo handoil ovor to tho city 
of Victoria for it.s own pO'.'uliar use. Hut 
O'luld the (iovormuoiit alt'.ird 10 do this? 
Firr the gaol projiorty w.ia valued at not 
less than ^foOjOOU. There wa.s another 
((uustion: whether, if thu gaol were 
handiid over to tho city, it should not he 
ciuiverted into a central nourt-himsu. The 
hoii. gentleman then proceeded to allude 
to the actino of the govoriiiiiellt relative 
to the l<da situate at Laurel Point and nald 
thu olfer of 12 lots to the city had heen 
inadu not for sale but with the idea th.%t 
tho city would turn lliu property into a 
public garden. Tho govcrninent hold tho 
o'fTer open but tho city council Kiul refused 
it. There wan nothing really objection - 
able in the resolution of the hon. geiille- 
man becau.so it meant nothing; but ntiU 
tho govornniont waa not yot prepared to 
say what steps it would take. 

Mr. Puoloy said that tho building was a 
valuable piece of properly which might 
well be used asa.:ontral court house and tor 
tho registrar general and thua save much 
incoiiveiiieiice. 

Mr. Davie (Victoria) suld the rniiolntiou 
should bo poai[inned for further coniid- 
oratioii. lie referred to the groat lusa of 
lime resulting from ooinpolling suitors 
and jurora and witiiesaos coming from the 
city to the Jamoa Bay building. He 
thought that most of tho govornnieiit 
work could ho conducted at the present 
city gaid if an additional story wore 
creeled. Tho dispoflition then of the 
present govornnieiil grounds might be 
coiiaidureil, whuthur tho . city Hhoiild con- 
vert them into a park or what should be 
done. He waa aitsioua lo assist llio hoii.

Mr. Duck was glad that tho reaolution 
had elicited the debate, and eapecially tliu 
atatunioiita made by the leader of the gov- 
ern Illent. 

Mr. DuiiKinuir suid Ihiit he would coino' 
to the rescue of the lawyers, and expressed 
a hope that the court house wmild not ho 
taken from .lamos Bay, because it kept tho 
legal fraternity iu good health to. walk 
aoroKS tho bridge onco or twice a day. 

Mr. HelgoHcn Hincorely trusted that tho 
preHOut gaol would ho converted into a pub- 
lie niarkot, iu hoed of which' tho city stood 
greatly. 

Hon. llobiion said thai ho could not moo 
the good of giving any oxpruasiou of the 
liouse at present, a» an many ipiiistioiis 
hinged on it. The hon. mover hail |.'aiiied 
his iilijeet ill eliciting the present diseusKimi 
and the goveriinieiit had unticijiated the 
spirit of the resolution and had the mutter 
uieler cmiHideriil ion. 

.Mr. Duck suid he was glad to hoar that 
the government had tho iiialter under con- 
aideration, nud with the consent of the 
bouae he would withdruw the resolution. 

Withdrawn accordingly.
